NEW YORK— p —Winston Burdeit, CBS correspondent 
in Belgrade, Yugoslavia, reported Saturday night that re­ 
ports from Italy said three Italian generals were killed and 
several hundred persons were wounded today in rioting in 
Milan and Turin and smaller cities in the Italian Po Valley. 
Burdeit s information was cabled to New York and 
broadcast here by CBS. He said foreign diplomatic sources 
in Belgrade were Informed the three Italian officers were 
slain by intervening German troops during street riots in 
Milan. 
Burdett said the reports stated the disorders, grave and 
far-reaching, began 24 hours ago and were continuing Sat­ 
urday night. 
German Try To Quell Italian Riot« 
The information reaching Belgrade. Burdett reported. said German 
forces, took the main hand in fighting the disorders. Italian soldiers 
were said to have taken part in the street fighting though it was 
not rlear, Burdett added, whether they were on the side of the Regime 
or the Insurgents or both. 
German troops. Burdett said he had been informed, have 
oc­ 
cupied Milan's railroad station, telephone central office and post office. 
He said they «re reported also on sentry duty at major Milan factories. 
According to diplomatic dispatches reaching Belgrade, Burdett 
added, three high ranking Italian officers were killed in the Milan 
street fighting. He also relayed the report in Yugoslavia that German 
troops in northern Italy are aided in Milan by Italian Fascist Black* 
shirts. He said it was not clear whether Italian military casualties in 
the reported rioting also were aiding or were with the alleged Insur­ 
gents.

EDINBURG — Negotiations are 
under way for the refunding of 
$867,000 in bonds of Hidalgo county 
road district No. 6, the McAllen 
district, but no stand on the pro­ 
posal has yet been taken by the 
county commissioners' court.

Plans Complete For Study 


Of Texas' Speckled Trout

Since the life history of no Texas 


fish Is known, some explanation is 
due as to why the speckled .trout 
should be selected for first study 
There are two reasons. 
It is the 


most important commercial fish on 
the Texas coast, with the exception 
of red snapper, which is taken be- 
yond Texas territorial waters, and it 
will be the easiest to study. In the 
commercial fishery it ranks second 
to the black drum in pounds caught 
and far exceeds it in value. 
It is 


ihe fish most often caught by the 
pole and line fishermen and so is 
of the most interest to tourists and 
sportsmen. 
Lastly, the trout does not got out 


into the open Gulf so much as the 
other species and probably spawns 
in the bays very largely or alto- 
gether. These factors will make the 
"rout easier and less expensive to 
study than other fish. 


Object 


The object of the work will be to 


learn the general and important 
features ot the life history of the 
speckled trout. 
By that is meant 


the place and time of spawning, the 
rate of growth, length of life, the 
changes undergone by the fish as 
they develop, and the distribution 
of "the fish with respect to local 
characteristics and seasonal changes 
in the 
temperature, salinity and 


depth of the water. The food habits 
will be determined and something 
learned of the fish's enemies. 
It 


is to be hoped that we can learn a 
fish's age by his scales. 
If that 


is done, then'the population can oe 
sampled from time to time in future 
years, and some basis for making 
predictions 
of 
future 
sizes 
and 


abundance for the years ahead will 
be at hand. 
This point may not 


be clear, but a long explanation 
would be required and it will be 
deferred. 


Method 


A set of from six to ten stations' 


will be selected, extending 
from 


almost fresh-water, in bay head- 
waters, where small trout are often 
present, to a Gulf pass, with one 
or 
two 
outside 
stations. These 


should be visited regularly, prefer- 
ably twice a month, and the whole 
trout 
population at each station 


sampled, from the egg to the largest 
adult, with the various nets on 
hand, A uniform routine examina- 
tion, which it is not necessary to 
detail here, will be mada of eacii 
fish 
At the same time the tem- 


perature and salinity of the water 
will be determined. 


The logical place to have the sta- 


tions is from the upper part of 
Copano Bay to Aransas Pass and 
the Gulf, 
"if this work is carried 


on regularly, in a year's time B 
picture of the growth, movements, 
seasonal changes and correlations 
of these points with 
temperature 


and salinity changes will begin to 
appear. In any plan, all things can- 
not be foreseen and some of those 
foresoon will not be accomplished 
as planned. For that reason it will 
be necessary to repeat the .above 
work for a second year, as a checK 
on the work done in the first,. That 
much time is an absolute minimum 
in working out the life history of 
a fish. 
Materials 


For this work there will be need- 


ed a small travel boat, around 33 
feet long, with a 2 1-2-foot draft, 
and 18-foot engine-skiff, with a tun- 
nel stern, a net skiff, a 1,200-foot 
trammel net, two 35-foot trawls,

seine, 5 plankton nets, 2 minnow 
seines, trawl boards and ropes, boat 
maintenance expense, water sam- 
ple bottles, reversing thermometers 
and case, hydrometers, microscopes,

materials, 
bottles 
and 


preservatives, laboratory and office 
space. 
The 
initial boat expenses 


will not be present the second year. 
The nets will have to be renewed. 


After deductions are made for 


the materials on hand and those 
in all probability procurable free, 
then the first year's expense, in- 
cluding salary' and grocery allow- 
ances for the marine biologist and 
boatmaan. will be $6.240. while for 
the second year the expense will 
be $4.680, or a total of 510,940 for 
the two years. This is not a maxi- 
mum estimate, it is a minimum, 
which 
takes 
into 
consideration 


every bit of material already on 
hand" and all that might be pro- 
curable without additional expense. 


It should also be pbinted out that 


with the addition of an assistant 
marine biologist, at 
a 
salary of 


$2,000 a year, that work on two 
more species of fish, the black drum 
and the redfish, can be carried on 
simultaneously. 
An unbiased, ob- 


jective examination of the situation 
will lead inexorably to the conclu- 
sion that effective conservaiton of 
our coastal marine fishes can never 
be had until the life histories -are 
worked out. To those who are in- 
terested 
in 
fish, 
the 
matter 
is 


extremely important and some of 
them feel that the need for better 
conservation is desperate. 
It is to 


be hoped that this is the extreme 
view, but the importance of the 
matter is undeniable under present 
conditions, since our fishes are an 
important food resource.

HIDALGO ROAD 
REFUND PLANS 
ARE STUDIED 


McAllen District May 


Reduce Interest 


ED1NBURG — Negotiations are 


nnder way for the refunding of 
$887.000 In bonds of Hidalgo county 
road district No. «, the McAllen 
district, but no stand on the pro- 
posal has yet been taken by th« 
county commissioners' court, Judge 
Jamei C. Looney laid Saturday. 


The proposal hn« been advanced 


by the bondholders. 
The refunding would be under- 


taken, Looney explained, for two 
reasons. 
One Is that the interest 


rate on the bonds increases to S 
per cent In 1942. against the cur- 
rent rate of 4 per cent. The other 
id the possibility of nuch bonds be- 
coming nubject to federal taxation 
under legislative proposals now be- 
ing talked In Washington. At pres- 
ent the bonds, as are most others 
In Hidalgo, tax-exempt. 


The effect of -such taxation, the 


Judge »ald, would be to make the 
bonds worth slightly less to th« 
holders and for that reasoon the 
refundin? 
micht 
reduce 
interest 


rates for the district but at the same 
time extend the time of the bonds' 
maturity for the holders 
Two firms have entered Into the 


refunding ncKotlntions thus far. The 
bonds arc owned by persons scat- 
tered throushout the nation, Judge 
Looney said.

Since the life history of no Texas 


fish Is known, some explanation is 
due as to why the speckled trout 
should be selected for first study 
There are two reasons. 
It is the 


most important commercial fish on 
the Texas coast, with the exception 
of red snapper, which is taken be- 
yond Texas territorial waters, and it 
will be the easiest to study. In the 
commercial fishery it ranks second 
to the black drum in pounds caught 
and far exceeds it in value. It is 
the fish most often caught by {he 
pole and line fishermen and «o is 
of the most interest to tourists and 
sportsmen, 


Lastly, the trout does not get out 


into the open Gulf so much as the 
other species and probably spawns 
in the bays very largely or alto- 
gether. These factors will make the 
trout easier and less expensive to 
study than other fish, 


Object 


The object of the work will be to 


learn the general and important 
features of the life history of the 
speckled trout. 
By that is meant 


the place and time of spawning, the 
rate of growth, length of life, the 
changes undergone by the fish as 
they develop, and the distribution 
of "the fish with respect to local 
characteristics and seasonal changes 
in the 
temperature, salinity and 


depth of the water. The food habits 
will be determined and something 
learned of the fish's enemies, 
It 


is to be hoped that we can learn a 
fish's age by his scales. 
If that 


is done, then the population can oe 
sampled from time to time in future 
years, and some basis for making 
predictions 
of 
future 
sizes 
and 


abundance for the years ahead will 
be at hand. This point may not 
be clear, but a Jong explanation 
would be required and it will be 
deferred. 


Method 


A set of from six to ten stations 


will be selected, extending from 
almost fresh-water, in bay head- 
waters, where small trout are often 
present, to a Gulf pass, with one 
or 
two 
outside 
stations. 
These 


should be visited regularly, prefer- 
ably twice a month, and the whole 
trout 
population at each station 


sampled, from the egg to the largest 
adult, with the various nets on 
hand. A uniform routine examina- 
tion, which it is not necessary to 
detail here, will be made of each 
fish. 
At the same time the tem- 


perature and salinity of the water 
will be determined. 


The logical place to have the sta- 


tions is from 
the upper part of 


Copano Bay to Aransas Pass and 
the Gulf. 
If this work is carried 


on regularly, in » year's time a 
picture of the growth, movements, 
seasonal changes and correlations 
of these points with temperature 
and salinity changes will begin to 
appear. In any plan, all things can- 
not- be foreseen and some of those 
foresoon will not be accomplished' 
as planned. For that reason it will 
be necessary to repeat the above 
work for a second year, as a check 
on the work done in the first. That 
much time is an absolute minimum 
in working out the life history of 
a. fish. 


Materials 


For this work there will be need- 


ed a small travel boat, around 33 
feet long, with a 2 1-2-foot draft, 
and 18-foot engine-skiff, with a tun- 
nel stern, a net skiff, a 1.200-foot 
trammel net, two 35-foot trawls, a 
150-foot 
and 
one 
50-foot 
beach 


seine, 5 plankton nets, 2 minnow 
seines, trawl boards and ropes, boat 
maintenance expense, water sam- 
ple bottles, reversing thermometers 
and case, hydrometers, microscopes, 
Knudsen'x 
salinity 
tables, 
sten- 


ographic 
materials, 
bottles 
and 


preservatives, laboratory and office 
space. 
The initial boat 
expenses 


will not be present the second year. 
The nets will have to be renewed. 


After deductions are made for 


the materials on hand and those 
in all probability procurable free, 
then the first year's expense, in- 
cluding salary and grocery allow- 
ances for the marine biologist' and 
boatmaan. will be -$6,240, while for 
the second year the expense will 
be $4,680, or R total of $10.940 for 
the two years.
